Bur alas, theſe are ſo far from rejozcing with that blefled Apofile, thar 
they rave ix tribulation ; and like ſome beaſts, grow mad with bairing; or 
like Fantich menx wounded , who finding ingredients red to dreſs 
them, tear them all iz pieces, Bur ler us not be like chem, if Saten robs us 
of a bag of ſilver, ler nor us call aſter hjm, and bid him take a bag of gold 
alſo: If he affli& rhee ourwardly, yer ſurrender notto himrhe zward ; 
rail not atthe Hangman, bur ran to the Fudge; fret nor' with Foaſh, 
2 Kings 6.33. bur ſubmit with Hexchiab : Iſai,z9.8, When Gods hand i 
on thy back, let th\Hand be on thy mouth : 1f thou beeſt wronged, call nor 
thine adverſaryto account, but thy ſelf, and ler itcrouble thee more ro do 
ill, then to hear of it; be more ſorry thar it is rruc,then that it is known, 

Yea, neither rage at the (birurgion, as mad-men , nor ſwour under 
his hand, as Mzlk-ſops ; but conſider with whom thou haſt to do ; The 
Lord, the Lord flrong, merciful, and gracious , ſlow to auger , and abund- 
ant in goodneſs and truth, reſerving mercy jor thouſands, forgroing iniqui- 
ty, tranſgreſſion, and fin; and that will by no means clear the guilty, but viſit 
the iniquity of the fathers upon the children , aud upon childrens children, 
unto the third and fourth generation : Ex0d.34.6,7.

ſperous;eſpecially in an evil way: As it fared with Leah, wh6 we may hear 


thus chani:ng ber happines:God,ſaith ſhe, hath given me my reward, becauſe 
I bave given my maid to my husband: Gen.z0.18, when ſhe ſhould rather 
have repenced then rejoyced.And the like with Micah, Zudg, 17,13, and 
Saul, 1 Sam.22.7. and Dionyſus, when he found the windes favourable 
in his navigation,after he had deſpoiled the Temple of all rhe gold therein, 
Neither let ſuch as ſuffer not, cenſure their brethren that do, asthoſe 
three miſ- judged of Fob, that he was an hypocrite, and a greater fiuncy 
then others, and God bad caft bimoff, or elſe ircould nor go ſo ill with 
him, Or as the Fews cenſured our Saviour, Iſa,53.3,4, And thoſe Bar- 
barians, Saint Paul, Afts 28.4. which is to condemne the generaton of 
Gods.thildren, Pſal.,q 3.1 5, Bur rather miſtruſt themſelves, which was rhe 
uſe our Saviour warned thoſe to make of ir,whorold h:m of the Galileans, 
whoſe blood Pilate had mingled with their ſacrifices, Luke 13.1, to 6. 

And indeed, he is blinde that judgerh of mans felscjry by his omrward 
proſperity, or concludes of ones miſery from his calamity: Eccleſ.g.1,z, The 
Sun of proſperity ſhines no Iefle upon brambles in the wilderneſs,then ſuit- 
full trees in the Orchard, The cold froſt and ſnow of adverſity, lights up- 
on Gardens, aſwell as the wilde waſte, Ababs and 7oſiahs end, concur in 
the very circumſtances, the one deftroyeth Riligion, the other reftoreth it : 
yeeboxrh ſhot with an Arrow, Saul and Fonathan, though different in 
diſpoſitions, yet in rheir deaths they were nor divided; Zedehiah a wicked 
man, had his eyes put out : ſo had Samſon, the valiant Judge of 1ſv aet, 
and Type of Chriſt, Moſes and Aaron, both were ſhut out of Canaan, 
aſwel as the malignant ſpies : ſothat if we judge of mens perſons by their 
outward conditions, we muſt needs crre, 

Yea, uſually God doth moſt affli thoſe, whom he beſt affeieth;dealing 
with his children, as the good busband deals with his Trees; thoſe in the 
Garden he is ever and anon medling with them, cither lopping off the ſu- 


ging and dunging them; ſo uling allgood means to make them fruitf, 
whereas he lets them alone which grow in the Hedg-row, or Forreſt, till 
at length he comes with his Xxe, and cuts them down for the fire, He was 
netrhe beſt Diſciple that had the bag : and fatted ware, you know.is but 
fitted forthe ſhambles, God purs money indeed (as ſome Hoorders do) in- 
ro thele earthen boxes, that have only one chinke to let in, bur none to lat 
out, with purpoſe to break them when they are full, What was Haman 
che berrer for his honowr, while the King frowned on him ;, or the happier 
for being life up the ladder, when he was to come down again with 
a rope ? 


And for ought thou knoweſt; (atleaſt, if thou takeſt not heed , for 
: pro- 
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. proſperity is the more dangerous exemy of the rwo, and skilfull ro deſtroy, 
thy 3 5 quam is bur a reſervarion; as it fared with Sodome and+ her y 
fters, which were preſerved from the ſlaughtey of the four Kings, that God 
ight rain down Hell from Heaven upen them, And Sexnacherib, who 
eſcaped the ſtroak of the deſtroying. Angel, rhar he might fall by the ſword 
of his own ſons, Iſa. 37, 37,3. Saythen , one wo, the wo of adverſity, 
(as thou accounteſt it) harh paſſed thee, perhaps there is a ſecond, anda 
third, worſe; behinde: Revel.g.12, and 8.13, The Philoſopher would ſee 
a mans exd before he pronounc'd him bappy, Yea, itmay be, that which 
thou account*ſt thy prameſt priviledge, may prove to thee a ſnare, and may 
be granted thee rather out of angerthen l/ove,as the Devil left Jobs tongue 
un-touchedoof allthe reſt, bur why? in hope thar therewith he would have 
Eexrſed God ; or charged him with folly and cruelty : ſo that we may ſay 
of proſperity, as Antigonus did of his garment; O xoble, rather then happie 

priviledge ! bur of adverſity, O happyrather then noble favour !

4. Fourthly, if Afflifion be ſo profitable, and proſperity ſo dangerous 
as harh been ſhewn; if it be our Iſaacs uſe , firſt to feels by tribulation, 
and then ro bl:ſſe us; rhen away with thoſe fooliſh queries, Why doth God 
this, and why that z why doth he puniſh the ixnocer!, and acquit rhe 
peccant ?. why doth he permir ſo many, and ſuch notorious crimes ? why 
is he ſo ſevere rowards his ewn ; ſo gentle t» others ? Ask nor (faith Sal- 
2hanus) why one is greater, another leſs ; one wretched, another happy ? 
I know not Gods intent, bur it is ſufficient ſarisfaRion to me , that this is 
done by God, Why doth a Phyſician give more #ormwood , or Hellebore 
to this ſich payty, then to that? even becauſe, cither his diſeaſe, ot his con- 
ſitution ſo requires it, 

Neither let us value things as they ſeem, or according to ſenſe} bur ra- 
ther when we arc beft pleaſed let us be moſt ſuficions : let us defire and 
chuſe bleſſings, as he choſe his friend ; not him rhat would be plauſ6ble ro 
his humour for a day, buthim that ſhould be profitable to his minde during 

life, Let us imitate Bees that paſs over Roſes and Violets , ro ſer upon 
Thyme:1f croſſes are not roothſome; ler it ſuffice thar they are wholeſome : 
'Tis not required in Phyſich that it ſhould pleaſe , bur beal : unleſs we e- 
ſteem our pleaſure aboye our health, 7 
Expericnce tells us, that thoſa things (for the moſt part) which are leaf 
pleaſing, are moſt wholeſome : Rue is an herb moſt bitter ro the taſte, yer in 
d of the vertue, which-is in it , we call; Hearb of Grace : And Mt- 
thridate,though of all other Elefuaries it be moſt diſtaſtful ; yer of all 0+ 
thers, it is the moſt wholeſome, 

The world hates thee , and deals moſt ſpirefully with thee 4 good 

fign: It hath always been the portion of good men, to ſuffer ac 
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bur thar any one of them hath \ſcoft at , and hated another for good» 
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of evil men; as appears both by holy , -and humane Writers.: as for Di» 
vine _—_— you know how it fared with the Prophets, 4poſHes, and 
our Saviour Chriſt himſelf , whoſe whole life, by reaſon of ſpiteful ene- 
mies, was bur one continued croſs, And as touching ſecular; examples are 
infinite ; whereof a few : In Athens, we read of wile Secrates,good Pho- 
cion, juſt Ariſtides, vitorious Miltiades';bur how unworthily were 
dealr withall > Art Rome they had Marers Cato, Se PERF j 
and prudent man, a lively emblem of Yertue; how was he hated, chaſl 
down, ſpit upon, ſtripe both of his Senatorſbip , and Pretorſbip,, caſt ines 
iſon, &c. Rutilizs and Camillus were both exiled, Pompens and. Citers 
h yielded their necks to their Clicnes : Who ſo often curfſt by the 
Popes, with Bell, Book, and Candle, as Queen Elizabeth of bleſſed memo» - 
ry ? 1 ſhe out-liv/'d ſeven of them, £1 45.»
